The story began several weeks 


before the actual climax and con- 
•cerned a Southern preacher, of 
. what denomination I don't recall, 


who brought religion to our town. 
He arrived unheralded, clad in 
blue jeans and blue shirt, but with 
a Devil-chasin' look in his eyes. 


In no time at all the town was 


jumping with religion. Jumping 
was the word. It wasn't long be- 
fore the preacher had three 
halls, more converts than you 
could shake a snake at, and 
crowds of curious c h i l d r e n 
jammed In the 
doorways to 


watch the performances.

They worked four or 
five hours, in shirtsleeves, to ac- 
complish the task.

After a few words 
by the pastor, the candidate was 
dunked, helped out of the pool 
and was shuttled away to blan- 
kets and warm autos.

Foyr generations of Britons who 


knew and *loved her as the proud 
symbol of royalty paid their trib- 
ute. Throughout the far-flung Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, with 575 mil- 
lioin inhabitants, flags were dippe'd 
and minutes of silence observed. 


President Eisenhower sent his 


deep personal sympathy and re- 
called: "Queen Mary was a good, 
great queen. Free peoples the 
world over will mourn her loss."

WASHINGTON 
The New 


Y o r k C i t y superintendent of 
schools testified today that about 
180 public school teachers there 
are under investigation in a pro- 
gram to oust Communists. 


The educator, William .lansen,. 


appeared before the senate inter- 
nal security subcommittee. He said 
hat since 1950 a total of 81 other 
eachers in the city school system 
have resigned, retired or been re- 
moved while under investigation or 
ifter charges of Communist affili- 
itions had been brought against 
hem. 
Jansen, superintendent of the 
lew York City schools since 1947, 
aid the number of Communists 
among the 37,000 teachers in the 
ystem is small but they "exert 
.n 
influence 
far 
beyond 
their 


lumber." 
He warmly endorsed the subcorh- 


nittee's probe for Communists in 
he nation's schools and colleges 
nd said Reds are "talking non- 
ense" when they denounce the in- 
uiry as an assault on academic 
reedom." 
Jansen said he and the New

Ike Outlines 
Ag Shake-Up 
To Congress 


Plan Takes Effect 
In 60 Days Unless 
Vetoed or Rushed 
WASHINGTON — UP) — 


President Eisenhower today 
sent congress a plan to reor-. 
ganize the agriculture depart- 
ment. 


He said it would "simplify and 


improve" the department's inter- 
nal operation. 


The plan will go into effect auto- 


matically in 60 days unless vetoed 
by either the Senate or the House 
—or unless both branches vote'to 
put it into effect earlier. 


In a special message to Congress, 


the President said the objectives 
of. the plan "are to simplify and 
make effective the operation of the 
Department of Agriculture, to place 
the administration of farm pro- 
grams close to the state and local 
levels, and to adapt the admins- 
tration of the programs of the de- 
partment of regional, state and 
local conditions." 


Eisenhower said' the plan "will 


permit the establishment of a clear- 
er line of responsibility and author- 
ity from the President through the 
secretary of agriculture down to 
the lowest level of operation in 
the department." He added: 


Madft Responsible 


"It will make the secretary re- 


sponsible under law for activities 
within his department for which 
he is now in fact held accountable 
by the President, the Congress and 
the public. 


"Also it will enable the secretary, 


from time to time, to adjust the 
organization of the department in 
order to achieve continuous im- 
provement in operations to meet 
changing conditions." 


The department at present has 


only one assistant secretary. The 
reorganization would provide the 
secretary with two more assistant 
secretaries and an administrative 
assistant secretary to aid him in 
supervising the department. 


President to Appoint 


The assistant secretaries would 


be appointed by the President, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the Senate. 


T*he administrative assistant sec- 


retary would be a civil service ap- 
pointment by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, with the President's ap- 
proval.

Eisenhower and his top aides were 
prepared today to launch a series 
of important cold war talks with 
the visiting 36-man delegation of 
high French officials headed by 
Premier Rene Mayer. 


During a three-day conference 


beginning today, Mayer reportedly 
plans to review nine key world 
problems—and try to line up more 
American military and economic 
aid for France and Indochina. 


Pledge Sought 


In advance of his arrival, re- 


sponsible American officials made 
plain their main goal during the 
talks'will be to prod Mayer into 
pledging faster action by Fiance 
in approving a long-delayed Euro- 
pean army plan. 


If this pledge is forthcoming, 


American rfjaicials, in turn, are 
said to bej.rcady to promise more 
military ai'ct^to help the French 
put 50.000 more Indochinese sol- 
diers into the battle against Com 
munist-led guerrillas. 


The Indochina war loomed as 


the key discussion point. 


Appeal Kxpected 


France was expected to appeal 


indirectly for bigger and faster 
military aid shipments to this area 
in order to train 57 ntw "com- 
mando battalions" of Indochinese 
troops. 


American officials are expected

U. S. Attack 
Whipped on 
'Old Baldy' 


Fails to Regain Hill 
As Reds Break Up 
Two-Pointed Raid 


SEOUL (£>)—Fighting in a 


rain of American fire, Chi- 
nese Reds bro'ke up a two- 
pointed U. S. attack today in 
the bloody trenches of Old 
Baldy. 
, 


At nightfall the Americans were 


back'where \hey started, about 125 
yards down the bare, windswept 
Western Front hill. 


The fighting, now in its third 


day, was vicious and deadly. 


Reds on Guard 


One officer said the Americans 


drew Red fire "every time they 
popped their heads up." 


As darkness fell, infantry fight- 


ing eased off while the big guns 
of both sides slugged it out. 


The Reds swept over Old Baldy 


Monday night and the Americans 
have been trying to get it back 
since. 
; 


One American attack force push- 


ed off this morning toward a Reft 
trench network on the northeast 
and was stopped cold. 


Going Gets "Rough" 
• 


Another lashed out toward the 


northwest. A division officer said 
this one "got close" but was fin- 
ally ordered back in the afternoon 
"when the going got too rough." • 


It was trench-fighting, a blaze 


of close-quarter grenade and small 
arms fire. 


The officer said there are ap- 


parently two Red companies . on 
Baldy holding two trench networks. 
The Americans hold the other.

American and Colombian units of 
the 7th Division. 


A stream of wounded moved to 


the rear. Helicopters shuttled from 
front to hospitals and back again. 


The U. S. Eighth Army said Red 


bunkers on the hill were taking a 
savage pounding. 


U. S. B26 light bombers started 


radar-directed strikes this morn- 
ing, one every 20 minutes. 


The Chinese made their move 


Monday night along a six-mile 
strip against the hill mass west of 
Choi-won that guards the invasion 
route to Seoul. 


Other Hills Held 


On Pork Chop, T-Bone Hill and 


other hills the 3.500 Reds were 
beaten back in the darkness. 


Then the battle came to a head 


at Old Baldy. 


U. S. and Colombian troops, 


fighting heroically, fell back from 
the top early Tuesday under waves 
of Chinese, 


Reinforcements rushed to the 


battlefield . 


At dawn today, the Americans 


counterattacked in the fog and 
smoke of battle. Some were fresh 
men, 
moved up during the night 


in the rain. 


Struggling up the muddy hill, 


they fought some Chinese in the 
trenches, man against man. 


But in the afternoon the counter- 


attack stopped under pressure of 
heavy Red artillery and mortar 
fire, and grenades from the dogged 
Chinese locked on the crest.

tions committee sent two of its 
own members to examine the re- 
port and review it for the Senate. 


Dulles had summarized this FBI 


report for the committee through 
three hours of questioning and had 
stated Bohlen was all right. 


The committee at the time was 


so satisfied with what Dulles said 
that it voted unanimously to ap- 
prove I5ohlen. All that was still 
needed was full Senate approval.

Some people 
drink many times more water 
than others and would get perhaps 
ten times more flouride In their 
system than others. 


Sinister influence which has 


taken over other nations to "pro- 
tect" them have poisoned wells 
to make the job easier ~ just 
as a starter. How easy it would 
be to sabotage when the proper 
set up had been so conveniently 
furnished and installed. 


Many cities have turned down 


the flouridation treatment and 
some have even discarded it after 
installing. The tax payers and 
consumers of our city water 
should be given the pros and 
cons of flouridation, the benefits 
and hazards incurred therein, 
and the opportunity to vote on it. 


We are already taking poison 


even in our daily food and drinks 
in harmless (?) amounts to pre- 
serve and improve their tastes.

On board ship 


Your letters to Alexandria have 


just been read and I have a few 
moments before landing to have 
a drive around this far-away city 
You mention my being far-away; 
strange as it may seem, I have 
never had that feeling on this trip 
It all seems no natural and it has 
been so beautiful. 


The high point for me has been 


Greece'because that means Ath 
ens and Athens means the Par 
thenon. 


I wish I could1 express to yau 


the beauty of the picture that the 
Acropolis 
and 
the 
Parthenon 


made. 
We came into Athens 


around five o'clock. The sea was 
heavenly blue, like blue morning 
glories, and the mountains were 
veiled 
in a 
blue 
haze which 


turned to pale pink. We had this 
lovely scene before us for a ful 
half hour. 
As our ship came 


nearer and nearer the coast we 
could see the white buildings ris 
ing from the shore to the hills. 


Immediately we were taken to 


the Acropolis and climbed hal 
way to the Parthenon, then turned 
and watched the sunset over the 
blue sea.. When our party reachec 
that point you could hear an "oh* 
of wonderment go through the en 
tire group. 


We then proceeded 
with our 


climb which is quite a feat to do 
but Elberta and I held out, of 
course. .Of all the beauty I have 
seen I believe this is the mosl 
impressive. It Is made of white 
marble with many beautiful Cor- 
inthian pillars. People say, "See 
Paris and die, but so far I can 
say "See the Parthenon and die. 


There is a replica,of it in Nash- 


ville, Tenn., and I think we had 
better drive down there and see it. 


Athens is so full of ancient his- 


tory which one immediately re- 
calls.

our bargaining agent in i elation to both the corporations and the gov- 
ernment. 


This proposal tempts me although my knowledge of union discip- 


line in the field of labor warns me to be careful.' Our executives 
might pay themselves big salaries, expense accounts and. pensions. 


They might call on us to picket soulless corpora- 
tions and fine away our dividends if we should fail. 
And they might, conceivably, make deals under the 
table with the corporation executives whereby our 
interests would be sold out. 


There are many precedents for these morbid 


apprehensions in the labor union rackets. And the 
legislatures, the courts and the press have been 
so apathetic toward abuse of rank and file work- 
ers by the officials of their unions that there is 
no reasons to expect any livelier sympathy for us. 


peiie> 
j h0pe j ,-jo not seem unduly sorry for myself 


but, 
to the evtent that I am a stockholder in American business, I 


feel severely put-upon. We stockholders buy our shares out of sav- 
ings which are the small fraction of our income, earned by our toil, 
which remains after we have paid high taxes and expenses. 


It is strange but true that a political administration which pro- 


fessed to be solicitous for underpaid workers was equally alert to 
snatch away so much in taxes after it had forced the employer to pay 
them more. So. if it be granted that, as Harry Truman said, the 
American worker never had it so "good." it is also true that he never 
worked so much c* his time for the treasury. 


Many stockholders of our big 


corporations are employes of the 
companies and thus were forgot 
ten men at the same time that the 
Roosevelt and Truman adminis 
trations were helping the unions 
to get more money fcr Lhem. As 
workers, many of these men and 
women are enthusiastic unionisis. 
But stockholders have no feeling 
of mutuality, 


After we have bought shares 


with our savings, we Investors 
find that before our corporations 
can pay us any dividends they 
must pay very high federal and 
state income taxes. Our dividends 
might be twice as large but for 
those taxes. And the little man' 
single share of stock pays cor- 
porate Income taxes at the same 
rate that applies to the rich man 


As stockholders we are absolute- 


ly forlorn. We have been depleted 
as pot-bellied plutocrats with dol- 
lar signs on our suit's 'so long thai 
our very own personal psychology 
runs against corporations 
even 


though we do own a little stock in 
them. 


Theoretically, the corporation is 


our union and its officers «xerl 
themselves solely in our Interest 
all the time. In practice, how 
ever, that Is no more the case In 
corporations than It is In, say, the 
Teamsters' union. 


Self-Interest Is a highly devel 


oped trait In corporate executives 
and the prevalent practice of vot- 
ing themselves liberal pensions 
through executive 
manipulations 


is only one manifestation. 
They 


also vote themselves bonuses and, 
rather than fight things out with 
the labor unions in the interest of 
the stockholders, they make deals 
with them which cost us stock- 
holders money 


Some executive pensions run as 


high as $50,000 a year for men 
who have been drawing large «al 
aries for decades. They patiently 


for the third time. They sre very 
fine people and Mrs. Jones is the 
belle of the ship. She was asked 
to reply. 


Then we disembarked and passed 


through a line of police and such 
a gay sight to behold. The Egyp- 
tian authorities had built an arch 
of greens, had decorated, the walls 
with bright-colored hangings and 
had a band to play a welcome.

We were 
then taken to a hotel and served 
tea. 
Everyone was so polite and 


ao gracious. 


I am momentarily getting on a 


special train for Cairo and then 
the Holy Land. We shall return 
to the ship next Thursday at Haifa, 


explain that these pensions are 
actually just "deferred compensa- 
tion" but that would be a dodge 
around the income tax. I do not 
want my corporation to be a tax- 
dodger. 
Anyway, I say I don't 


owe any of them anything after 
paynlght. 


But what can I do? Practically 


all the corporations whose stocks 
are available and attractive to us 
little people have already made 
binding contracts with their exec- 
utives to pay them pensions after 
certain ages. If I buy a share of 
stock I have to agree to contribute 
toward • pensions for men much 
better off than I ever will be. 


They say they have to provide 


for their old age and can't save 
anything toward that end because 
taxes arc so high. I know. But 
it Is the same with me and nobody 
Is fixing to pay me a pension. 


I have a notice of a meeting of 


"stockholders" of Universal Pic- 


tures, Inc., in New York on 
March 11, which reveals a deli- 
cate refinement of this interesting 
custom. It was proposed that the 
company agree to pay to the 
widow or the estate of an impor- 
tant executive $1,000 a week un- 
til Dec. 31, I960, in the deplorable 
event of his death. 


That could have meant that the 


widows and orphans of the com- 
mon man, who are reputed to 
own a great aggregate amount of 
our common stocks, would have 
to pay this gentleman's widows or 
his estate $312.000 if he should die 
on Dec. 31, this year, and the 
terms of his employment contract 
do not even oblige him to work 
full time for the company. 


I don't know whether this passed. 


Probably so. I happen to have 
no shares of Universal Pictures, 
but I am not much better off in 
the few issues that I do own. 


If my stocks take a dive, we 


take the loss. 
But even if we 


could deduct the total loss, we 
still would have lost our savings, 
wouldn't we? 


I have read a proposal that a 


stockholders' union, by majority 
vote, convert our dividends into 
pensions by the same legal al- 
chemy that converts 
"deferred 


compensation" into pensions. These 
stockholders' pensions would be a 
'deductible corporate expense and 
the companies would escape the 
income tax on these profits. 


That would still leave us liable 


to income taxes on the dividends 
as they come to us and to still an- 
other tax on the remainder, as our 
estates, when we die. 


But I don't look for any relief 


along this line. The only way is 
to squirrel away our savings in 
currency. But most of us are in- 
curable suckers. 
We can't resist 


the illusion of a six per cent divi- 
dend taking all the risk and the 
liabilities 
for 
pensions, 
even 


though we know that, in our high- 
est 'brackets, added to our earn- 
ings, these dividends are cut down 
to four per cent, in many cases to 
two per cent by the income tax.

U. S. Chamber Opposes 
Compulsory Arbitration 


WASHINGTON «B— The U. S. 


Chamber of commerce today op- 
posed compulsory arbitration of 
national emergency labor disputes. 


A day earlier, such arbitration of 


disputes big enough to threaten na- 
tional safety had been proposed by 
a top AFL union leader. 


Powell C. Groner, president of 


the Kansas City transit system 
and "spokesman for the chamber, 
told the senate labor committee 
that invoking compulsory arbitra- 
tion is inconsistent with collective 
bargaining. Under compulsory ar- 
bitration, a dispute is referred to a 
third party or board, whose deci- 
sion is binding on the disputants. 


Hears AFL Leader 


The house labor committee re- 


ceived testimony Tuesday from Al 
J. Hayes, president of the AFL's 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists, recommending 
compul- 


sory arbitration as a method of 
settling big strikes threatening the 
nation's health or safety. 


Under ,the present Taft'-Hartley 


law such strikes can be held up 
by 80-day court injunctions, but 
there is no method of settling the 
basic employer-union disputes in- 
volved. The committee, is consider- 
ing proposals for changes in the 
law. 


Groner said antitrust laws should 


apply to labor leaders and unions 
exercising what he called "monop- 
olistic powers." But he cautioned 
that the chamber does not consid- 
er all large unions or multi-em- 
wrong or needing curbs. 


The chamber's w i t n e s s also 


asked that the union shop arrange- 
ment be outlawed. This allows a 
union to negotiate a provision with 
ployer bargaining 
relations 
as 


an employer requiring that work- 


ers become union members once 
they are hired. 


Woodruff Randolph, president of 


the AFL's 
International 
Typo- 


graphical Union, on the^ other 
hand, asked the house committee 
yesterday to remove the present 
ban on the closed shop.' Such an 
agreement permits an employer to 
hire only union members.

He led his 40-odd men through 


the minefield at dawn Tuesday 
•after more than 3,500 Chinese 
Communists smashed

He was as- 
signed to take a hill near Baldy 
to back up a counterattack. 


"I don't know whether it was a 


Communist mine field or whether 
it was ours," the lieutenant said. 


"I went first and told my men 


to follow me. We hadn't gone far 
when one of my runners stepped 
on a mine. It killed him and in- 
jured my radio man. 
I was 


wounded in the neck but decided 
to keep on. 


"We got no fire from the hill 


we were taking and it turned out 


Crowded Aid Station Tells 
Story of Intense Battle 


no Chinese were on top of it, 


"But my men were blowing 


themselves up on the land mines. 
Finally one of the platoon who 
was right back of me stepped on 
a mine. I don't know if it killed 
him,

of commission. I lay there for 
awhile and finally a medic took 
me back to an aid station." 


Never Retreat •. 


A black-haired American ser- 


geant who fought by the side of 
Colombians on Old Baldy said: 


"They are the bravest people I 


know. They never retreat with- 
out their wounded." 


The sergeant was wounded and 


a Colombian saved him. 


"This man carried me on his 


back through raging shell fire," 
the sergeant said. 


He told of another Colombian in 


the fight: 


"He was in a bunker when the 


Chinese suddenly surrounded it. 
When the first Chinese showed his 
face through the 
doorway 
he 


plunged his knife through the 
Chink's throat, killing him. 


"Then the 'Colombian ran out of 


the bunker and found two more 
Chinese opposing him. Somehow 
or other he killed them both with 
the same knife in a hand-to-hand 
fight and got out of the scrap with 
only a badly cut knuckle."

did not permit him to see the book 
Tuesday night, but that its con- 
tents were "never regarded as of 
any great importance and cer- 
tainly in no manner indicating 
any dereliction of duty on my 
part."

day night with O'Connor, Gibbons 
said, "I have spent 31 years on 
the %olice department endeavor- 
ing to do a good job, and of ne- 
cessity have made some enemies.

chiefs of state poured in to her 
monarch-granddaughter at Buck- 
ingham Palace. 


Son Summoned 


Her oldest and dearly loved son, 


the Duke of Windsor, had been 
summoned urgently by the doctors 
for his third call of the day. He 
arrived at his mother's silk-shroud- 
ed bed just nine minutes after she 
died. 


Earlier Tuesday three genera- 


tions of the royal family had called 
to pay their last respects. The old 
queen was barely conscious when 
the granddaughter she helped train 
for Britain's throne, Elizabeth II, 
stepped quietly to the bedside. But 
she recognized the young Queen, 
turned her face and smiled. 


Three of the old queen's six chil- 


dren survive her—Windsor, the 
Pnncessr Royal Mary, Dowager 
Countess- of Harewood, and the 
Duke of Gloucester. 


She is survived also by nine 
;randchildren- and thiee great- 
grandchildren. 


During her long life, Queen Mary 


had seen England fade from its 
days of 19th century imperial glory 
under Queen Victoria, through two 
world wars, into the economic 
straits and tense uncertainties of 
the postwar atomic era. 


' 
Many Tragedies 


Her long career was-punctuated 


by personal tragedy. Her first 
fiance, Prince Edward, Duke -of 
Clarence, died in 1891, a little 
more than a month after their en- 
gagement. She subsequently mar- 
ried his brother George. 


Their youngest son, Pnnce John, 


died in 1919. The death or her hus- 
band Jan. 20, 1936, brought widow- 
hood, but within the year she was 
siruck by another tragedy—the ab- 
dication of her beloved eldest, Ed- 
ward VIII, to marry an American 
divorcee whom Queen Mary never 
received. 


With World War II came death 


for her fourth son, .the Duke of 
Kent, in a Royal air force crash 
in 1942. On Feb. 6, 1952, her sec- 
ond son, King George VI, passed 
away. 


She was born May 26, 1867, in 


Kensington Palace, the daughter 
of the Duke and Duchess of Teck 
and a great-granddaughter of King 
George III. Her parents christened 
her Victoria Mary Augusta Louisa 
Olga Pauling Claudme Agnes, but 
she became known as Princess 
Mary. 


Married in 1893 


After Prince Edwaid's death of 


influenza in 1891, she married 
George m 1893. The death of Vic- 
toria, in 1901, and of- George's 
father, 
Edward 
VII, in 
1910, 


brought them to the throne. 


As queen-empress, and later as 


queen mother, she led a busy life 
of public service. She inspected 
slums and the homes of the work- 
ing classes, gave generously to 
charity, visited hospitals, institu- 
tions and orphanages and was a 
patroness of the arts and the 
theater.

Jesse Owens, Olympic record hold' 
er, told the athletes and guests al 
the Polo Community high school 
All-Sports banquet last night. 


It was the realization of a dream 


carried for eight years "when Ow- 
ens crossed the finish line first. 
But, he added, "I'm not interested 
in athletics now, I'm interested in 
boys and their future." 


Owens spoke very little of his 


athletic achievements. Instead, he 
told of his trip to Europe with the 
Harlem Globetrotters and Uie con 
ditions he found in relation to the 
opportunities given to the youth 
over there. 


I wanted to see what effect the 


war had had on the young people 
and what was being done for 
them," he said. 


Owens reported that in most 


"European countries, great strides 
were being made in the way of 
rehabilitation. However, in North 
Africa, the situation was deplor- 
able, he said. 


He told of the many boys found 


there who had no homes or fami 
lies, of how they swooped down 
upon vacated restaurant tables to 
pick up the scraps and how after a 
brief period of hiding, they con- 
gregated and divided the spoils. 


In Casablanca, he told of the 


Globetrotters leaving behind 20 
new basketballs and two back 
boards. The army tcngincers fixed 
up a court in a deserted airplane 
hanger. 
As the plane left, Owens 


said, 500 boys looked up and waved 
happily as the plane flew over. 


"Living in America, boys have 


more opportunities than in any 
country in the world," Owens said. 
And because of this, boys have a 
responsibility to their country, com 
nninity, church, school and parents. 


"Six months from now, cham- 


pionships mean nothing. I am in- 
terested in what becomes of the 
boy," Owens said. 


Pointing out a pitfall of college 


nthletics, Owens said: "When you 
walk onto the campus, the athletic 
department will put a pair of rose 
colored glasses on you and will 
lead you to believe that athletics 
are everything. Don't put athletics 
above education, he said. Athletics 
are a part, not the whole of an edu- 
cation." 


"Remember, Owens stated, "You 


can't be a professional forever. A 
day will come when younger men 
will move you out."

of September.

Shaving down the number of 


>irds the' hunter could take would 
produce unimportant results, they 
say. 


Some responsibility for dove kill 


must be laid on the doorsteps of 
other slates, the biologists assert. 


"The present September season, 


even allowing for the hunter kill, 
permits the great majority of the 
doves reared in Illinois to 
mi- 


grate beyond the borders, of the 
state," they say. 


"Consequently, the responsibility 


for the reluming home of an ade- 
quate seed stock to its traditional 
nesting grounds within this state 
must lie, insofar as shooting losses 
are concerned, with the Southern 
states and ultimately the federal 
government."

:o stand up against it. And that's 
one reason why they are in the 
management group." 


He said in an interview at the 


annual meeting of the American 
Academy of General Practice tha 
bosses actually have a higher rate 
of emotion-linked stomach ulcers 
than workers do, and he explainec 
the apparent paradox this way:

Moscow Beams 
Peace Offers 
To Americans 


LONDON — </P>— Moscow radio 


made another direct peace appeal 
to Americans today and offered 
Britain "peace, cooperation and 
friendly competition" in trade with 
the Soviets. 


In Bonn, West German Chancel- 


lor Konrad Adenauer challenged 
the Kremlin to back up its peace 
taJk by agreeing to the unification 
of Germany and by releasing 300,- 
000 German war prisoners 
he 


claimed still are being held in 
Russia. 


The Soviet broadcast to America 


—part of a stream of assurances 
of peaceful Russian intentions that 
began after the death of Joseph 
Stalin—declared that Moscow is 
spending so much money on "eco- 
nomic and cultural development" 
that it could not possibly be pre- 
paring for a third world war. 


But the Soviet offer to Britain 


spoke less conciliatingly of the 
U.S. That broadcaster said unfor- 
tunately there were influential cir- 
cles in America "which 
claim 


there must be no cooperation with 
the Soviet Union and the people's 
democracies." 


This broadcast said that what 


these American circles want is re- 
armament and war profits.
